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At Henley-on-Thames. This illustrates a most popular 
stretch of the River Thames. It is situated just below 
Henley Bridge, and during the season there is a constant 
procession of boats passing up and down. The tow-path, 
here called the Waterside, is also a favourite resort. I he 
tower, a familiar landmark, belongs to St. Mary’s, the 
parish church. 
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
